CURE. 


St. Louis 
Physician Tells 
How He 


Treats The Disease. 
In view of the recent report of the 
Chicago board of health showing pneu- 
monia to be the most dangerous dis- 
ease now prevailing In Chicago, "Pneu- 
monia a Surgical Disease," and' ad- 
dress to the medical profession 'of 
America by Joseph E. Chambers, M. 
D., of St, Louis, Is Interesting to that 
part of the public 
not schooled in 
science, because of the results he has 
obtained. 
Dr. Chambers begins by saying that 


twenty-five years ago, when he began 
practice of medicine, 
he, with every 
other person, blamed every death on 
the Lord,, 
, 
"Now," he. days, "that will not do. 
We must do better. While other dis- 
eases that qnOe depopulated whole cit- 
ies have -been suppressed, pneumonia 
is about tut frequently now as it was 
in the long ago/'. 
After statlngrthat pneumonia is a 
"septic fever," and a "surgical disease," 
he gives the following treatment. 
"The treatment consists in applying 


cod liver glycerine to the entire rib 
surface of the chest, (front and bkck) 
and then, Covering with common cotton 
batting held*'ln place by moderately 
tight bandaging. I allow the cotton 
batting to came up to* the neck and 
over the shoulders and this packet is 
usually retained throughout the course 
of disease. The rod liver glycerine is 
reapplted every four or five hours by 
having thevj>atient sit up1 and by pour- 
ing in a" few spoonfuls around the 
neck and H follows the skin, uniform- 
ly aplylng Itself. 


Dr. ChsrtnDers continues the account 
ot his treatment and results as fol- 
lows: 
I use but very little other medicines 


In pneumonia. Regional and compara- 
tive anatomy should not be lost sight 
of. As the lower portion of the right 
lung is usually the most and fre- 
quently the only part 
Involved, its 
close proximity to the liver should al- 
ways be considered, I use small doses 
of calomel until the liver is active and 
all hepatic engorgement relieved. 
I 
rarely use mqre than six or eight quar- 
ter giain doses. On the second or third 
day, I may use a few doses of sulphide 
ot calcium—about one grain each. I 
give no medicines for the fever, but

ton batting jacket, be sponged with 
strong salt water every four or five 
hours.

The Panama canal originally pro- 


jected by Fei'dinand de Lessepi is not 
the Panama conal that will be built 
by the United States. The distinguish- 
ed French engineer, emboldened by his 
success in cutting the Suez canal, un- 
dertook to open a great sea-level ca- 
ns!, cutting through the mountains of 
the Isthmuc. The physical difficulties 
of the. project, assisted by gross cor- 
ruption of the promoters, bankrupted 
the company when only a small por- 
tion the sea-level scheme had been 
completed. 


The new Panama canal project, tak- 


en up by the new company in 18D4, 


on n sound engineering basis and 


within a calculable distance of com- 
pletion. The sea-level 
dream .of De 


Lesseps. was abandoned 
and for jt 


was substituted a system of locks. It 
(S true that an international congress 
of engineers, which met in Paris in 
1S79 recommended a sea-level cunal 
from Colon to Panama, but it is re- 
membered that several members of 
that commislon advocated a canal by 
locks, The hopelessness, of the task of 
b,ulldlng a sea level ca'nal was finally 
realized, indeed, and the company de- 
cided to adopt the lock plan, but the 
decision came too late. 


The new plan of construction, adopt- 


ed by the new Panama Canal company, 
is the result of Sn investigation made 
by 150 engineers, with a large corps 
of assistants, who occupied four years 
in exhaustive surveys. In order to give 
further weight to the findings of the 
engineers the new company called for 
thr- appointment of a technical com- 
mission composed of eminent engin- 
eers ^f all nations. 


Th™ commission, which was organ- 


zed in 1S96, Indorsed the lock plan 
and the system of dams for controlling 
and untllizing the -waters of the Cha- 
gtes River.' It found the canal two- 


completed and estimated the 


cost to complete the work under the 
n«w plans at $87,000,000. The water 
way when completed will be forty-six 
miles in length.

St. Petersburg a City 
of Deceit am 


Dishonasty-and Intrigue. 


SOCIETY DIVIDED IN TWO CLASS 


One-Half Miserably Impoverished Liv 


Like Rats in a Basement, 


Built on a swamp, against nature am 
against reason, by the flat of an auto- 
crat, St. Petersburg, is today as artifi- 
cial in its maturity as it was in its 
origin. 
Pretending? in its external ap- 
pearance to be like Paris and other 
cities of western Europe, it is at heart 
Asiatic and.eastern. 
Situated on the northern boundary 


of the wheat belt in a region of almosi 
arctio- desolation, it is great because 11 
feeds like a parasite on the whole o: 
the Russian empire. 
There are only 
two ways of .making a living in St 
Petersburg, The first way is to wbrk 
for the government; the second is to 
get money away from those who do 
work for the government. 
In ,a -way St. Petersburg is a very 
handsome city, j The streets are regu- 
ular and unusually wide; the Neva, 
which bisects it as the Thames does 
London or the Seine Paris, is more 
than twice as wide as either of these 
streams, and the government 
build- 


ings are well built and exceedingly nu- 
merous. 
But the whole looks as If it 


were made to order by a government 
architect. There is no indication 
of 
natural growth, of individual efforts 
or of art fdr the sake of art; in fact, 
no art of any kind. 
It is a huge, cum- 
brous expression, in bricks and mortar', 
of autocratic power. As such it is Im- 
pressive. 
.

. 
Peter' the Great decreed and began 
t; other czar* finished it, but there Is 
no trace of the ordinary human strug- 
gle against varying fortunes 
which 


make other cities appealing. St. Peters- 
5Urg today Is the most imperial city in 
the world, therefore the least natural 
and the least desirable to live in. 


The recent flood in St. Petersburg, 


caused by an :unusually high'tide in 
the Neva; brought to light in a striking 
way one of the strangest phases of life 
n the city. 
The river itself only rose 
some nine feet:above normal and in.the 
streets there .was <at most 
not more 


han one or two feet of water; in fact, 
ordinary vehicles were able to pass 
through- the niost flooded streets, the 
water not reaching their wagon boxes. 


In an ordinary place a flood of this 


cind, while it would cause considera- 
ble inconvenience and 
would 
spoil 


in- cellars, would not be 
the 
cause of any special suffering, but In 
St. Petersburg it made,tens of thou- 
ands of people homeless and reached 
he dimensions of a great calamity. 
The reason for this was 
that 
an 


amazing number of the inhabitants 
ive in cellars and a great many even 
n sub-cellars. 
Estimates of the pro- 


>ortion who live below ground vary, 
but it is probably not an exaggeration 
0 say that one-third of the people of 
he city live underground in condi- 
ions of the most abject poverty. 


Naturally even a moderate 
flood 


made a, great number of these people 
homeless and drowned some of them 
who were unable to get out in time. 
The czar sent a relief fund of 10,000,000 
•bubles (.$6,000,000) and 
there 
were 
arge private gifts, but even supposing 
most of this fund was hot "embezzled, 
IB such funds usually are 'in Russia, 
t would have been barely enough for 
he most urgent cases. Were it not for 
•are incidents of this kind the world 
would never learn 
that the brilliant 
:lty of St.! Petersburg was built above 
his substratum of awful misery. 


It is stated on very good authority 
hat there is not a building or resi- 
lence In St. Petersburg no matter how 
jplendid, .which does not have its cel- 
ars arid jsubcellare filled with miser- 
xble outcasts. 
As a rule the owners

.here, but they get in by paying a 
rifling SUED to the servants, who, like 
all Russians, ate glad to get a perqui- 
site, no matter how dubious.

VANISHING ISLAND. 


Mysterious Land Appears and Disap 


pears In a Strange Manner. 


One of the most curious islands in 


the wot Id is one known on the charts 
as Falcon island. 
It is curious from 


tbe fact that it appears and reappears 
at intervals in the most exasperating 
manner and has been doing this ever 
since 1883. when it was first taken pos- 
session of and charted. 
This Island 
is one of the Tonga 


group, and when, in 1888, England took 
possession of it her officers found i 
crowded with palm trees and trop- 
ical vegetation. The highest bluff was 
some 158 feet above the sea level and 
on this this union jack was planted 
But only a year later the island ha< 
disappeared. The cliff was represented 
by a low lying, dangerrus leef, ant 
there was not the remotest sign of 
vegetation 
For thus making away 


with itself Falcon island was speedily 
wiped off the chaits 
But in 1892 a French man-of-war re- 


discovered it and duly planted the tri- 
color flag thereon. 
At that time Fal- 


con Island afforded for the planting of 
the flagstaff a cliff twenty-five f,eet 
high at the southern end (the bluff 
mentioned above was at the northern 
end), 
and 
it was covered 
with 
a 
growth of green bushes and ferns. Bui 
Falcon island did not behave any bet- 
ter with its new possessors than with 
England, for in April, 1904, it had again 
done the vanishing act, only a streak 
of reef remaining. 
About a year later the Tongan gov- 


ernment took it in hand and went to 
find Falcon island. They did find it 
with a vengeance, for when they ar- 
rived they found an island with bold, 
steep sides, the highest point being 
fifty feet above sea level. It was taken 
possession of in the name of King 
George of Tonga and formed part o1 
his possessions until 1897, when il 
again disappeared, apparently for good 
that time, for since then, unless it has 
reappeared quite recently, it has not 
been heard of.—New York Commercial

a So-Called Stanford 
Variety 


The Snttons Did 
Nothing More 
Than Give it 
Careful Attention 


Peter Sutton, and his brother. M. H. 
Button, two Macon county farmers. 
hav« won the honors of raising the 
beet -white corn In the state of Illi- 
nois. The corn which they exhibited 
last week will go to the world's fair 
at St. Louis during the coming summer 
a» the best sample of white corn that 
Illinois can produce. The corn won the 
sweepstake prize for white corn in 
the contest which was conducted by 
the Illinois commission to the world's 
fair. It was entered in the name of 
Peter Sutton, but the credit is partly 
due to the prize winner's brother, M. 
H. Sutton, as the two brothers con- 
duct the farm together. 
There ore several Interesting facts 
concerning the awarding of this prize. 
One Is that It demonstrates the fact 
that Macon county Is a good place to 
raise seed corn us any part of Illi- 
nois. It was something of an honor 
for this county that the prize should 
fall here and no one was more glad 
of It than Mr. Sutton. He is a mod- 
est man and while he enjoyed the fact 
that he was the winner he seemed to 
be even more pleased that this county 
came in for the honor. 


Mr. Suton says that he thinks Macon 
county Is as good a place as there is 
in the world for raising seed corn. He 
sees no reason why this county with 
lt» fme and expensive land should not 
be a center for the production of seed 
r.nd he says that he firmly believes that 
later on such will be the case. 


Not Scientific. 
Another Interesting 
feature about 
this prize corn Is the manner In which 
It was raised. While corn schools were 
feeing held and professors were telling 
of ,the scientific way to get the great- 
est yields and the host corn, this par- 
ticular grain, raised without applica- 
tion of any scientific principles was 
Judged to be the best In the corn show. 
It Hhould not be understood that the 
Sutton brothers are cureless farmers 
for that Is not true. They are hard 
•working corn growers who give plenty 
o? time and work to the business but 
this very white corn which was given 
the prize ns being the best in the 
state was not raised under any scien- 
tific principles. 
. • 


Mr. Sutton says that the one feature 


•which he gave especial attention was 
•the- selection of his seed. This he al- 
ways does very 
carefully, knowing 
that he will raise corn such as the 
seed lie plants. 


In the case of the' particular crop the 
samples of which won the prize, the 
seed after being carefully selected was 
I'iantnd and then the crop was given 
the ordinary farm culture. No scien- 
tific principles were applied but good 
Judgment was used In selecting the

time of planting and harvesting. 


Ordinary Care. 


In speaking o£ his prize corn Mr. 
Sutton said: 
"No I did not raise the crop scien- 


tifically. I exercised a good deal of 
care in selecting the seed as I always 
do as I sell a large amount of seed 
corn every year but I simply gave the 
corn ordinary care. The prize ears' 
were taken from the corn selanted from 
the general field for seed." 
Mr. Sutton, however, is not an xin- 
progressive farmer and he and his 
Brother were regular attendants at the 
state institute and heard all that the 
learned had to say about corn raising. 
Peter and M. H. Sutton are 
the 


sons of Robert Sutton. They are young 
men and live on their father's farms 
with him and the two sons conduct the 
place. The farm is located on rural 
route No. 4i and is about two miles 


west of Elwln. 


Not Even Standard. 
The corn which won. the prize was 


of the variety known as the "Farmers' 
Interest" corn. This is a well known 
white corn but It is not one of the 
Sfcven varieties which is laid down by 
the scientific men of the Illinois Corn 
Breeders' Association as being stan- 
dard varieties. This same breed of corn 
however has been grown extensively 
In the neighborhood of the Sutton farm 
v.-ith much success and from seed pro- 
duced on the Sutton farm. 
It was a pure bred corn of that va- 
riety. Mr. Sutton says that he never 
raises anything but pure bred corn and 
after trying many different kinds he 
has chosen the "Farmers' -Interest" as 
being the most successful and prolific 
foi this locality. 
He won the insti- 
tute prize at the Macon county insti- 
tute this year.

Illinois Coal Mines 


History of a Great Industry

Bituminous coal In the United States 


was first discovered in Illinois, which 
state contains 
one-seventh 
of the 


known coal in North America. In 167» 
when Father Hennepin was exploring 
the country, a Maroa Indian drew a 
map In an endeavor to show him where 
the Mississippi river lay. The Indian 
u«ed a piece of coal to make the map. 
Father Hennepln's Inquiries about the 
coal led him to the discovery of out- 
cropping veins near the'present city of 
Ottawa, 111. The Indians had never 
used it as a fuel but only as crayon. 
The Maroas were a subtrlbe of Illlnl 


Indians, and at that time occupied a. 
, 
territory south of that of the Kleka- 
poos. The muddle about the location 
of Indian tribes in Illinois is due pri- 
marily to the attempt to1 make the 
tribal map of one date correspond with 
tho location of the same tribes at oth- 
er dates.

All the tribes shifted their territory 
later and the

Qulincy and the Kickapoos occupied

the central part of the state. 


Bituminous coal was discovered in 


B, small way In Rhode Island in 1769, 
Just ninety years after Hennepln's dis- 
covery, and an exclusive monopoly to 
tnlne and furnish cool In the city of 
Providence was granted to a company 
that never used it. Anthracite coal 
began to be used locally by a few 
blacksmiths In Pennsylvania In 1768. 
An attempt to mine bituminous coal 
was made In Maryland In 1801. A mine 
was opened six miles 
northeast of 


JBaltlmore. While this did not prove a 
financial success by the mere sale of 
«oal It led the 
operator. Benjamin 
Henfrey, to experiment with coal and 
the next year he obtained a patent for 
the manufacture of coal gas. 


Virginia doubtless had the earliest 
Workable superficial coal mines. The 
tint one was developed, It Is said, by 
a boy digging for crayflsht Dates seem 
to be unworthy of mention by those 
who kept tab on Virginia's early pro- 
gress. There are no dates given for 
the opening of any of the mines along 


*» the "James or Ohio rtvers, but It Is 


" known that In 1789 Virginia was ex- 
porting coal to Philadelphia and sell- 
ing It for 18 cents a bushel. 


Nor is it known when coal was first 


c 
discovered in the Pittsburg field. The 


> 
first date is 1765, when, it is said, a 
seam of coal took fire nnd was still 


_" burning sixteen years afterward. Coal 
rights on lots "over the great seam and 
running back to the center of the hill" 
were sold In 1783 for $120 each. Pitts- 
burg did not begin to mine coal for 
shipment until 1820. What was then 


• Oldtown, near Clearfleld, developed Its 
eoal mines earlier thnn did Pittsburg. 
We are told that in 1804 the "first 
arkload of bituminous coal" was sent 
from Oldtown to tidewater and that 
,;tt was "a curiosity to the inhabitants." 


Commercial coal mining began in 


S.tDUnola very early. In 1810 a flatboat 
", Vias loaded with coal on the Big Mud- 


New Orleans. Of course It was not 
Jnckson county then, for Jackson was 
not cut out of Randolph county until 
Jan. 10, 1816, and Randolph had been 
severed from the 
original St. Cla'lr 


county for only one year when this 
coal shipment occurred. Up to April 
28, 1809, when Randolph county was 
established, the entire state was St. 
Clair co'unty. 


Coal continued to be mined In the 
Big Muddy region with New Orleans 
for its market for years, and by 1832 
several boat loads were in this trade. 
St7 Louis was supplied with coal from 
the Illinois side. In 1833 6.000 tons of 
Illinois coal were sold In that market. 
The coal mines of that section devel- 
oped the first railroad ever construct- 
ed In the Mississippi valley. The road 
was built by Gov. Reynolds from his 
mines to East St. Louis, a distance of 
six miles, and was called the "Coal 
Mine Bluff railroad." It was built in 
1835 or 1836. It had no iron straps on 
the rails and the cars were pulled by 
horses. It was, however, a considerable 
undertaking to build 
this primitive 
road, as the builders had to cross a 
lake 2,000 feet wiae. This road was 
regularly chartered in 1841 by the leg- 
islature ,and finally became the Illi- 
nois & St. Louis railroad. Whether 
the output of the governor's mine jus- 
tified the building such a road or not, 
he was satisfied In his own mind, "that 
U was the greatest work or enterprise 
ever performed In Illinois." He adds 
however that "It well-nigh bankrupted 
vs all." 


In 1840 there were 162 coal miners 
employed in nineteen counties in the 
state and the tonnage output was 16,- 
968 tons. In 1860 there were 1,049 
men employed In the mines and the 
product was 668,000 tons. In 1902 there 
were 915 commercial or shipping mines 
in the state employing 48,005 men and 
getting out 30,021,300 tons of coal. This 
Is aside from about 200 teaming or lo- 
cal mines that are really drifts and 
supply only ah adjacent rural demand. 


The coal area of the state Is 35,000 


square miles, or' practically 63 per 
cent of Its total area. There are six- 
ten surveyed seams of coal ranging 
from ;one to nine feet In thickness 
and in places these thicker veins swell 
to eleven anfl as high as thicteen feet. 
The thick veins 
are mostly in the 
southern part of the state, although 
those of Danville and Pana are among 
tha thickest and best. There are no 
very deep-mines in the state. Some of 
the pan villa district mines are but 
ninety feet deep, while others operat- 
ing in another seam in the same dis- 
trict are 212 feet. From this the mines 
range to all depths up to that of the 
Centralla mines, 662 
feet, which are 
*tout the deepest. 


The industry is at present, and since 
1897, the best organized, both as to em- 
ployers and employes, or any, not only 
to the state, but probably in the Uni- 
ted States, except the window glass 
and sanitary pottery industries. The

JAP A8 A SOLDIER. 


In one respect the Japanese differ 


greatly from the soldiers of other na- 
tions, especially those nations whose 
fighting men are gathered by conscrip- 
tion. He likes his job and would rather 
be a soldier than anything else. Most 
soldiers are keen in time of war, but 
the Jap is keen even in time of peace. 


All able-bodied Japanese are soldiers 


in theory, for the "seond landstrut" of 
the army Is composed of all men be- 
twen the ages of 17 and 40, who are 
not in any of the other branches of the 
naval and military service. In practice 
many thousands of 
Japanese who 


would like to serve in the army are 
disappointed because their names are 
not drawn in the limited conscription. 
The officers in c'omrnana of the vari- 
ous military depots have to turn away 
crowds of applicants who want to 
serve before their time comes, 
The popularity of 
the service is 


shown by the 'fact that desertions are i 
rare, the percentage being much lower 
than in any other large army In the 
world. The officers treat their men 
with much more consideration than is 
usual in European armies, and there is 
a real and genuine comradeship be- 
tween them. The men are so willing 
that 
they can be perfectly control- 


led by a mild discipline which would 
shock a Russian or German martin- 
et.' 


"There are two qualities which I 
can claim the soldiers of my country 
possess In supreme degree,'' says a 
Japanese resident of New York, who 
was formerly an officer in the Mi- 
kado's army. "They are the best edu- 
cated troops In the world, with the 
possible exception of the Americans,

Subject of Vital Importance 


to the Welfare of the People 


Prof. Darenport 


Tells How 


Productiveness 


May be Maintained 


One of the papers at the state farm- 


ers' Institute which attracted a good 
deal of attention and which was consid- 
ered to be of especial benefit to the 
farmers was the one on .. "Fertility," 
read by Prof. Eugene Davenport, dean 
of the*college of agriculture of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois. 
Prof. Davenport said that three years 


ago Illinois began the systematic study 
of soils and the state appropriated $10,- 
000 annually to be used in making a 
chemical and physical examination of 
the various soils of the state. 
The 


and they are 
marchers.

"As for their marching, they receive 


hard and almost daily practice In it 
during their training. As a result, they, 
were able to cover forty miles a day 
through the deep snows of Manchuria 
during the war with China; and In 
good weather on good roads they did 
as much as fifty and sixty miles. 
"They are inured to the greatest 
hardships. 
During that Manchurlan 


winter large bodies of our troops had 
na winter clothing. They marched and 
fought In their linen suits, and slept 
on the frozen ground In them, with 
only a tfiln blanket or overcoat for 
Covering. 


"On a hard campaign the troops 


generally throw away their regulation 
leather shoes and make sandals for 
themselves out of straw. The officers 
readily permit this, for 'they know the 
men will march better in the sandals." 


The fighting qualities of the Japan- 
ese infantrymen were amply proved 
during- the war with China and again 
in the march to the relief of the Pekln 
legations. The Chinese war, In parti- 
cular abounded Svith heroic exploits. 
On one occasion five Japs led by a 
sergeant named Kadoha, charged a. 
Chinese regiment they had been sent 
to reconnoitre at night, and actually 
routed it. They yelled so loudly and 
rushed from point to point so quickly, 
firing as they rtn, that the Chinese 
thought it was an attack in force. 


At the seige of Ping Yang an infan- 


tryman named Harada sneaked up to 
the wall after the Japanese had been 
beaten back, quietly scaled it while 
the Chinese were 
celebrating their 
victory, dropped down among hun- 
dreds of them, a?id ran to the gate 
and opened it, Before they realized 
what he was doing. He fought o'ff the 
entire crowd until, his comrades dash- 
ed in and captured the fort. He es- 
caped without a"5c'ratch; and is now 
one of Japan's national heroes. 


Japan has supplied her soldiers with 
the lightest rifle Known among armies. 
Extremely short, this weapon has an 
effective range of 2,00.0 yards. The rifle 
is the invention of a Japanese and an 
adaptation of the best point of the 
Mauser and other arms to 'the needs 
of the Japanese service. 


Except for her .'warships Japan has 


armed herself, Her small arms are her 
own manufacture, her equipment for 
mountain and field artillery has been 
:urned out in her own arsenals at To- 
do and Osaka, and she is preparing 
now to build the largest gtins required 
n her navy. By (incessant study she 
has learned all ".that 
other nations 


could teach her in the line of arma- 
rribnt, and she has taken what she 
wanted In the way of ideas and gone 
ahead quietly and steadily-and equip- 
ped herself. She makes her own pow- 
der, and the material used in the uni- 
forms is woven under government su- 
lervision. The government even breeds 
horses to improve the quality of its 
army mounts. It buys animals when 


duty of conducting this investigation 
was placed upon Dr. 'C. G. Hopkins, 
Prof. Davenport stated that it was his 
purpose In the paper to show how Dr. 
Hopkins' investigation differed from 
others and to show the meaning- of this 
kind of research to the farmers of fl- 
•linois of our day and later to the state 
at large. 


The professor said that this was the 
first attempt to systematically study 
the natural resources of the soil with 
a-view to their development. In a state 
like Illinois covering 56,000 square miles 
and over ?5,QOO,000 acres and containing 
no less than a dozen distinct classes of 
soils, some are uniformly and enor- 
mously productive, some yield scantily 
and others are non-productive. 
With 


such conditions some farmers will be 
getting richer each year while others 
will be getting poorer. If we have 
soils which will not yield a fair return 
for labor we must 
know the reason 


*why. 
If they can be made productive 


it is folly not to do <so and if they can- 
not they should be abandoned. It was 
this impulse' that originated the idea 
of spil investigation in Illinois. 
In discussing the soils Prof. Daven- 


port said that we must eonside'r the 
difference 
between unproductiveness 


and barrenness. 
A barren soil Is one 


which is destitute of the elements of 
plant growth. 
An unproductive soil 


may not be barren and may be made 
productive by adding some elements. 


Effect of Potassium. 


In northern Illinois 
thousands of 
acres of peaty soil 
was found which 


was unproductive. It was discovered 
that the potassium was lacking and 
this element, applied at a small expense 
made the soil produce 75 or 80 bushels 
of corn to the acre. Before the land 
would yield only two or three bushels 
per acre. 


Prof. Davenport said that there was 


a distinction between productiveness 
and fertility. 
He explained how land 


might be productive enough each year, 
but that it was, losing its fertility. 


In regard to the benefits of this sys- 


tem of.land investigation Prof. Daven- 
port said: 


"The system pursued in Illinois will 


make every acre productive that is 
good enough to make Its farming prof- 
itable, and It will advise us what to let 
alone, if 
WB possess any absolutely 
worthless land, which 
I doubt very 
much." 


Bacteria. 
In regard to bacteria Prof. Davenport 
said: 


"The minute organisms that we call 
bacteria, too small to be seen by th'e 
natural vision, live and multiply with 
a rapidity beyond comprehension, al- 
most beyond computation. Yet they die 
in their own product. 
The very con- 


ditions of life lay the foundation for 
extinction. 
Shall'It be so with man' 


It certainly looks very much like it 
The experience of,the*race in the old 
world suggests ' It; the .desert where 
Carthage ones' was, testifies to It; the 
jackal and wildnernesBreplacing an- 
cient civlM&ations 'inT; western Asta 
prophesy it;' the «perien6e of bur New 
England states is evidence that the new 
world is not exempt; the confession of 
an occasional Illinois pioneer that some 
soils do not yS|d as well as formerly 
shows that tfie ,J>rlnoJple. is still oper- 
ating, and that the natural consequence 
of farming Is to impoverish the earth 
and make it Incapable of supporting 
life.What you have done-is an invocation 
to science to stop this ravishing of the 
earth in the name of man; to end the 
time when'the seeds of death are sown 
and cultivated with every crop we raise 
in our prosperity. 
It recognizes the 


fact that a noticeable lessening of yield 
within the period of a single life and 
within a hundred years of breaking vir- 
gin soil is a dangerous symptom. 
It 


indicates that the future is upon us 
and if we are to do better, than others 
have done We must begin at once, and 
never rest easy until safe' as well as 
profitable systems of agriculture are 
•desired and Instituted. 
It's Difficult. 


It is this • phase- of matters that 
makes Dr; Hopkins' problem difficult— 
more difficult than that ever laid upon 
any man before'in a similar line.. It 
would be easy to recommend methods 
that do that, but they cost too much 
and swallow up the profit-. Gypsum or 
caustic lime would do it, but they only 
draw the more heavily upon natural 
supplies and hasten the evil end. The 
idea of permanence must always be up- 
permost and that Is what has charac- 
terized the work of Dr. Hopkins thus 
far at every step, and it is this that 
makes his work peculiarly difficult; It 
is this that has given rise to some of 
his chief obstacles and that baa neces- 
sitated the working out of many new 
methods, because the stock of know- 
ledge was not sufficient 
to answer 


some of the questions that you want 
answered. 
I have said already that much work 


has been done In soils before Dr. Hop- 
kins commenced, but I have tried to 
show that it had been done from a dif- 
ferent impulse—very largely from the 
personal interest of the individual, very 
slightly for the purpose of working out 
definite systems of practic'e. 
Let me 
Illustrate the difference, and what it 
has meant.- 
For example, it has long 


been known that soils naturally grow 
acid under cultivation, and that lime 
would correct acidity. But how much 
acid and how much lime it would 
take to correctJt are questions that re- 
mained to, be determined and Dr. Hop- 
kins was obliged even to work out the 
methods for this determination. Now 
It is well known that soils grow acid 
under 'cultivation. That is the first 
step; but it remained for an economic 
investigation to raise the question of 
the amount of acidity and what to do 
about it before the knowledge had agri- 
cultural value, 


Saves Many Acret. 


A reliable method .of determining 


acidity was worked out in Dr. Hopkins' 
aboratories, and the amount, of lime 


necessary for its correction was ascer- 
tained. The advice has been followed 
and today, thousands of acres of Illinois 
soils are successfully and (or the first 
time In the history of the state getting 
their own nitrogen without expense to 
the owner. 


When, this work' was commenced 
there was an Ill-defined belief1 that ev- 
erything: was not all right with the soil 
question, but It is only fair to say that 
nobody surmised what was the actual 
condition of things or estimated the 
losses to the state. What does It mean 
when thirty counties can not get their 
own nitrogen? 
What does it mean 
when they do not possess the money 
with which to buy nitrogen? And what 
does It mean when they go without it? 
What but the /Impoverishing first oC l 
the lands and afterward of the people. 
If Illinois had done this work sooner 
many a home would have been saved 
that has now been broken up; many an 
acre would have raised more wheat and 
fewer chinch bugs, and we should all 
have been better off. 
Is it not unfortunate that so many 
acres of the richest lang on earth lay 
so long idle In 
Illinois, unproductive 


only for want of a little potassium— 
especially unfortunate when it lay so 
close at hand In the subsoil even with- 
in reach of the plow? 


Illinois ban wisely adopted a system 


of soil improvement nnd soil protection 
that will Injure sustained production. 
It means a permanent system of agri- 
culture. 
What does a permanent agriculture 


mean? It means to the 
homes established—men 
Individuals 
and women 


living In comfort, children well born, 
fully nourished and adequately educat- 
ed. 
To the community and the state 


It means the 
guaranty 
of future 


strength, the prosperity of our race and 
Its institutions. Without a permanent 
agriculture we shall have In due time 
homes broken up, children uneducated, 
man and women impoverished physi- 
cally and intellectually, and the racial 
vigor fading out ana the national life 
rushing on to extinction. Illinois has 
adopted a policy which, if followed up, 
will Insure against this thing; will 
juild up a permanent agriculture suited 
to all people In all times, 


Therefore, stay with the investiga- 
tion and earn of Illinois soils. 
Teach 
your children to continue It, and charge 
:hem to lay It as a moral duty upon 
heir descendants. Do this that It may 
jecome a tradition among us to chcr- 
sh and care for the laud that lies un- 
der our feet as it is to love and defend 
the flag that floats over our heads. The 
one Is as surely the source and guaran- 
tee of national life as Is the other of 
personal liberty. 


Do this and Illinois will live forever; 


leglect It and we shall be sowing the 
seeds of demy and death even in our 
prosperity and the harvest will be ex- 
inctlon. 
Imagine what Illniois may 


>e In a thousand years if the founda- 
tions you have laid are properly built 
upon. Think yet more deeply on these 
ihlngs. 
Nobody has 
ever yet 
fully 


bought them out. 
Take the largest 


losslble view of this great question, I 
teg of you, and teaqb others to realize • 
ts whole significance, to us and to 
.hose who shall come after us in II- 
Inois. 


colts and feeds and trains them before 
it sends them ou^to the different troops 
of cavalry.

"When the Japanese were besieging 
Port Arthur before the commanders 
of some of our torpedo boats went to 


to the admiral of the fleet and begged 
him to let them go Into the harbor 
and blow-up the Chinese fleet. They 
knew the chance they took, but It was 
for the country :and the emperor. They 
slipped in; under- cover of night and 
blew up several of the Chinese ships, 
how many I have forgotten. But not all 
escaped as they did at Port Arthur. 
One boat went down with her com- 
manded on deck. 'Go on, go on; .don't 
wait for me,' he told the other boats, 
and he went down, he and his men, 
standing at attention, That's the spirit 
that wins battles,, the bravery, the val- 
or. That's., the spirit that made the 
English navy. That's the way our men 
did at Port Arthur. Of course, ftiey 
knew the risk, but what is that when 
the life of the country, its tronor Is at 
stake?

Editor Herald—About two hours aft- 
er leaving Decatur we ran into a ter- 
rific storm of snow and wind. The con- 
ductor told us that we were likely to 
find ourselves fast in the snow before 
reaching Chicago. We . arrived there 
an hour and twenty minutes late and 
next day we left Chicago In a severe 
snow storm, the snow falling aU day 
long. 


When we arrived.at Detroit at nine 


o'clock that night we were told that 
the train ahead of us was- fast in the 
snow and had been since 7 o'clock in 
'the morning,, and that It could not be 
released before the following morning. 
The prospect of .our reaching New 
York in time for the steamer v/as poor. 
The trainmaster told us that he had 
hundreds of men at work digging the 
train out and that he-felt sure our 
train would get us to our destination 
hi time.

Relief came about three o'clock the 


next morning and we again started 
pii our way. It took a long time to 
cross the Detroit river as M was full 
of ice. The snow drifts reached to the 
top of the car and It took a big force 
of men with shovels and picks busy 
all the time to keep the road open. 


The one story country bouses were 
almost burled in the snow. We saw 
two trains fast in the drifts and also 
two snow plows. We reached Buffalo,' 
New York In a great blizzard but aft- 
ter passing Rochester we encountered 
vfry little »npw.

perienced corn grower I am at a loss 
to know just what conclusions I can 
safely draw from what I heard on the 
subject of corn growing at the utate 
fanners' institute in this city last week. 
I was a careful listener to all tuat 


was said In regard to corn and cer- 
tainly learned some facts which I aid 
lot know before but while this is tiue 
I must confess that I am moie confus- 
d than ever on the point of pure bred 
ccrn. 
> 
I was shown many specimens of 


fine corn, the ears of which doubtless 
would bear a large pei cent age of ex- 
cellent grain, but aftei absorbing all 
:bat I heard I am sttU undecided as 
to just exactly what constitutes good 
and desirable corn. 


Shape and Length. 
Prof. Hume who conducted the corn 
school seemed to be well informed on 
the subject He exhibited one fine ear 
of corn which he said was perfect as 
•egards the 
way 
In 
which the tip 
Was well filled with grain. There was 
not a, trft of cob showing, pretty ker- 
nels filling out the end This he said 
wad an Ideal ear for being well filled 
jut he was not sure that such was 
vhat tve wanted. He thought that the 
ends being filled had a tendency to 
bhorten the length of the ear and he 
though that if there was an inch of 
cob sticking out It would have a ten- 
dency tp induce the growth of kernels 
"arther up the ear. 


Now. on the score card 10 of the 100 
joints of perfection are given to a 
w,ell filled tip and corn breeders have 
been v orking for a long time to get as 
•a reSUlD this well filled end and now 
a good authority says he believes the 
well filled end is-not what we want. 
The score card allows five points for 
shape of the ear. A cylindrical shape is 
what the> breeders have been striving 
"or and Mr. Hume 'Bays that tie thinks 
a tapering ear may possible bear more 
torn. 


Breading Plat 
StUl again Mr. Hume said that a 
weeding plat bad better be located In 
he center of a field of corn so that 
he ears in the breeding plat will be 
cure to be pollenated. Yet I read not 
ong ago, in the Hprald where Prof. 
Dalby, an equally good authority, was 
quoted as saying that the breeding 
plat should be isolated half a mile from 
any other corn field so that it would 
not be pollenated- "by any other corn. 
I do not know where to put my 
bleeding plat. 
The score cards we were given at the 
ccrn school specify/ seven different va- 
rieties of ccrn which are laid down by 
the Illinois Corn Growers' Association 
as being standard varieties, t supposed 
that of course one of these was the 
proper one to grow but I notice that 
a variety not given as standard won 
he first prize for the best white corn 
grown in the state. I also read in the 
newspapers that the grower of the 
>rize corn aid hot put Into use any of 
he scientific principles

worked hard with his crop.

I notice that domestic science had 
a big Inning at the institute held here 
during the past week, along side ot a 
great many other sciences that have 
come to the front during the past few 
years It makes one wonder what the 
ending of a person would be if he made 
up his mind to follow 
up all these 
scientific rules that I ave been laid 
down by the specialists for) his Im- 
provement 
and development. They 
must be right. 
The scientists have 


made a spcial study of it and ought to 
know. But what a sad realization it 
Is to wake up in this day and age and 
find that from the landing of the Pil- 
grim fathers to the present time this 
old country has been floundering along 
in piofound Ignorance, 
growing big 


crops and healthy people, and doing it 
without legard to scientific principles. 
The Goddess of Nature Is certainly 
a generously Indulgent deity else we 
should have made a miserable failure, 
and today would have found us a weak, 
emaciated, enervated people with an 
exhausted land producing meager crops 
and bringing us to poverty and unhap- 
pmess instead of health and plenty. It 
IT ust be that the aforesaid godde"S8 has 
a few rules of her own, possibly nat- 
urally scientific, with which we have 
not been familiarized 
After careful 


consideration of the subject I am glad 
to know that I belong to the great 
majority that wallowed along in ig- 
norance and I have a feeling akin to 
pity for those who shall come after- 
ward and be 
reared bn a scientific 


prescription. With the memory of the 
good things mother used to cook still 
with you In 
middle 
age and good 


health, how would you like to go home 
to meals prepared on this scientific 
basis.

Yet domestic science is not ft 
fan and should not be scoffed at but 
If we recognize it as proper we must 
llkewlEe recognize bow lamentably in 
error were the good old folks ot the 
bygone days when they heaped their 
tables full of 'grub' and the people cir- 
cled around and fed on meats, pietf 
pastries gravies, etc.. until their eye* 
stuck out and the buttons bursted, and 
dlo it without the slightest |dea of 
whether it was health giving food or 
deleterious provender. In jSplte of all 
this Ignorance they grew Int6 big Jtout 
men and buxom women- with physical 
feasibilities that knew no wearing out. 
We ought to be thankful for this Ig- 
norance. It helped give us a race of 
people and is still giving us a race that 
has made the country the greatest on 
earth. This same ignorant race made it 
possible for the scientific advocates 
who have arisen to point out the er- 
rors of our way. Then take the poor 
misguided farmer who-'did not know 
there was such a thing as scientific 
propogatlon of corn. Poor Ignorant
